Confederate Veteran 
Who Fought Here Now 
103; In Good Health 


The following interesting article, 
appearing in a recent issue of the 
Atlanta. Georgia, Constitution, tells 
of 
the 
attractive character

Statham , civil 
war veteran, 
who 
fought 
at 
Gettysburg 
with

Eighth Georgia regiment. The a r­ 
ticle follows: 
By Ed Danforth 
•‘Rochelle, Ga.—Folks live a mighty 
long time down hero in Rochelle, 
wheer the tall pines of Wilcox coun­ 
ty throw 
their evening 
shadows 
nearly to 
the 
winding Ocmulgee. 
Longevity is a tradition in the re­ 
gion. One hears homely tales ol 
citizens of a generation ago who 
reluctantly departed at the age of 
97 or 103 inhaling their last breath 
of baslam-scented air with a smile 
and exhaling it with a vast sigh. 
“Down here in Rochelle everybody 
is looking 
forward with 
no little 
pleasure to helping Norman S tat­ 
ham celebrate his 104th birthday 
the last day of July. The faded en­ 
try in the family Bible plainly shows 
the year of his birth to be 1826 and 
even in Rochelle that distant year 
is worthy of deep respect. 
“Mr. Statham lives here with his 
daughter. 
Mrs. 
Annie 
Lawson. 
‘Aunt’ Annie, for all her sprightly 
movements about the house, would 
be referred to as ‘old’ by those who 
reckon age from entries in family 
Bibles. 
"The Statham clan is almost as 
numerous as the tall pines. 
Five 
generations of Statham s 
can 
be 
murdered on one front porch any 
afternoon by ringing a farm bell 
The titular head of tho clan has ll 
living children. There are 32 grand­ 
children 
and 29 
ureal -grandchil­ 
dren.. 
“Mr. Statham is brought out oi 
the house these spring days and 
helped into a rocking chair on the 
perch. 
He can sit there and gaze 
over the brown holds where smoke

like a billowing scurf. 
Soldier of Fortune 
And back through the amoke he 
dimly sees what the Georgia pio­ 
neers saw nearly a century ago. 
“Norman Statham was a wiry, ad­ 
venturous woodsman, m erm an and 
soldier of fortune. His 
nose was 
aquiline. His eyes 
were 
flashing 
blue. 
He did not cart much for the 
women. While tire boys of his age 
wooed and won the women of the 
pine lands, 
Norman roamed the 
woods and fought the Indians and 
drove 
sharp 
bargains 
with 
the 
neighbors. 
“Norman went to Tampa to Join 
the federal troops in the Seminole 
War in 
1856. After 16 
months’ 
service as a 
cavalryman he 
was 
mustered out and was paul off with 
a big mule and a little mule 
“ ‘I sold the big mule and road 
the least one home," he says. T* 
took us eight 
days. 
I sure was 
mule-tired when I got back to Poor 
Robin Springs.’ 
“Norman Statham fought through 
the civil war in the eighth Georgia 
regiment. 
Company C. 
He 
went 
through the burets and cannonballs 
of Bull Run. the Wilderness, G et­ 
tysburg, 
Malvern 
Hill. 
Knoxville 
and Charlotte 
without a scratch. 
Then he got sick and was c aptured 
in a hospital. 
“General Barron, who had served 
in the Seminole War, recognized 
the gaunt Georgian and panned 
him in 1865. 
•Stratham walked back to Poor 
Robin 
Springs. He wa# sort 
of 


tired of roaming. Tile pine coun­ 
try looked as restful as a church 
to the man of 40 years. So he 
settled down and married. 
“Captain Kraft, persona' repre­ 
sentative of Prince Bismarck and 
the imperial German government, 
came to Statham in 1878 and con­ 
tracted for IOO pine poles. 107 feet 
tall, to square 28 inches in the mid­ 
dle. They were to

for 
masts in the German navy. 
Masts for Germany Navy 
“Stratham cut the timber, float­ 
ed it down the river to Darien and 
delivered it to a German vessel 
He 
was paid $100 for each pole, 
He 
put the $10,000 in his pocket and. 
accompanied by a negro, walked 
back home. 
Floating Iron Boilers 
“A saw mill company wanted to 
move two large stationary boilers 
from 
Hawkinsville 
to 
Abbeville 
The boilers could not 
bo 
hauled 
ever the soft roads. 
Norman S trat­ 
ham offered to move them for $200. 
He plugged the holes in the boil­ 
ers and rolled them down to the 
river bank. 
"Hearing ol the 
mad 
plan 
of 
Stratham*# to float the boilers down 
the river, the whole countryside 
gathered to watch the boilers sink 
and have a good laugh on Norman. 
The boilers floated easily away and 
were 
towed 
down 
to 
Abbeville. 
They just couldn’t get ahead of 
Norman, 
Furnishes France Masts 
“In 1888 it was 
Norman Stat­ 
ham who supplied a representative 
of the French government with 40 
masts for ships. Good timber of 
that sort was getting scarce and 
only an experienced woodsman like 
Statham could find them. 
“Down the years the seed of Nor­ 


man Statham multiplied and pros­ 
per^!. The old home place 
has 
been in three counties- Dooly, Pu­ 
laski 
and 
Wilco*—without 
ever 
having been moved. Tile stat© leg­ 
islators up at Atlanta moved it for 
him easier than he moved the boil­ 
ers that time. 
Becomes Steamboat Pilot 
■ With the development 
of 
the 
Ocmulgee and Altamaha as inland 
waterways. Norman 
Statham 
be­ 
came a steamboat pilot and plied 
that romantic profession for years. 
In 1907 when he was 81, he piloted 
a new boat just launched al Macon 
down to the sea. 
He was the guest 
of honor that day. 
It was his last 
trip in the pilot house. 
“Working hard with his hands, 
and eating three generous meals 
every day, Norman Si rat ham ’s life 
has been well ordered 
It was just 
the sort of life a man would lead 
who had been everywhere and seen 
everything—who had

Indians and the Yankees, who had 
dealt personally with the jepre- 
sentativCT of two European govern­ 
ments, who had mastered the ed­
